While the teaching about 
communism Is left to local op- 
tion, the department otters a 
curriculum pamphlet on “A 
Comparative Study of Democ- 
racy and Communiim" and a de- 
tailed ' annotated bibliography” 
on world communism. The lat- 
ter Includes a carefully selected 
appendix on Communist source 
materials. * 

Connecticut’s State E^epart- 
ment of Education “does not 
have separate materials on com 
munism for either teachers or 
students, nor do we plan to pre- 
pare any such materials.” 

While there Is local option, the 
curriculum bulletin recommend* 
courses in European and Aslan 
civilisations, both of which have 
"a substantial unit on commu 
nUm." So do senior courses and 
seminars dealing with problem* 
in democracy. 

Complete local option In all 
curriculum matters, and there- 
fore Jack of any atate maUrlal* 
on communism, ware reported 
by Wisconsin, Wyoming, Maine, 
Oklahoma, Nevada, Alaska, and 
Ohio. 

Texas leaves the preparation 
of materials to local schools. 
However, the State Association 
of School Superintendent* has 
been working with local school 
superintendents *‘to assist them 
in developing their 
grams of good Americanism.” 

The Department of Public In- 
struction in Michigan replied 
that the only areas In which 
state standards determine the 
local curriculum are physical 
education, civics driver educa- 
tion and the teaching of 
effects of alcohol a, ;d narcoltus.' 

Massachuset ts operates under 
the system of local option.

New York is in the third cate- 
gory — that, of states reporting 
that they deal with the problem 
as part of their social science 
program. The “Communist way 
of life” is presented in the world 
history and geography sequence 
recommended for ninth and 
tenth grade. 

The fourth semester of a rec 
ommended two-year course In 
American history offers an 
analysis of the conflicting Ideol- 
ogies of the United States and 
the Soviet Union. 

Advisory Group Het Up 

This year, the department 
also has set up an advisory 
committee to provide a new 
brochure on "communism and 
its uangem” for use by teach- 
er*. 

“Such an approach, rather 
than the superimposing of a 
separate and isolated course on 
communism -which would of 
necessity duplicate content now 
taught iri American history, 
world history, and world geog- 
raphy, appears to be soundest,” 
says Dr. James E. Allen Jr., 
the state commissioner. 

Other states that treat prob- 
lems of communism as part of 
the regular social studies cur- 
riculum are: 

Colorado, Nebraska, North 
Carolina, George, Virginia, New 
Mexico, South Dakota, Kansas, 
Minnesota, Utah and Iowa. 

The Iowa supervisor of cur- 
owti pro-jriculum pointed out that cur- 
rent social-studies guides, gre 
pared by the slate's Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction, are 
about ten years old 

“At the time those materials 
w’ere developed.” he noted, 
“very little' information was 
th«!provide<l regarding commu- 
nism."
